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t ‘Slight’ Increases Are Noted In New Budget

A 1976 Salem budget with 
estimated general fund receipts 
and a balance totaling only 
about $2.000 more than antici­ 
pated expenditures 
was ap­ 
proved Monday night by City 
Council. 
The budget for the general 
fund shows a decrease of ap­ 
proximately $12,000 in receipts 
and balance from this year, 
while 
1976 expenditures are 


estim ated at approximately 
$146.000 higher than those for 
1975. 
City Auditor Susan Schmid, 
who prepared the budget, re­ 
vealed the 1976 total general 
fund receipts and balance are 
estimated at $1,215.822, com- 
pared to $1,227.400for this year 
Expenditures are to jump from 
$1.065,578 to $1.218,548 in 1976. 
The auditor pointed out al­ 
though wage increases, mate­ 


rial costs, and personnel bene 
fits are the areas oi the largest 
increase, the overall jump in 
the budget 
is “slight.” She 
added, "We have no reason to 
expect any great increase in 
any area 
we can’t spend what 
we don’t get.” 
Total expenditures for secur­ 
ity ot persons and property, in­ 
cluding police and firemen, in­ 
crease from $657,523 to $719,093 
in 1976 The estimate tor sala­ 


ries ot police is $254,934, com 
pared to $242,603 this year, with 
the estimate tor firemen’s sala­ 
ries set at $217,(KM), compared to 
$193,000 this year 
The budget estim ate lor 
transportation, such as storm 
sewers, street signs, and snow 
and ice removal, rises from 
$115,502 this year to $142,784 in 
1976. Street and alley oiling is 
budgeted for $3,200, while it re 
ceived nothing this year. The 


budget has $5,<XK> tor snow and 
ice removal compared to noth­ 
ing this year. 
The estimated expenditure 
total lor general government, 
including the salaries of var­ 
ious officials, rises from $203,- 
297 to $251,779. Among the in­ 
creases are jumps in the salary 
and 
other expenses 
of 
the 
mayor’s office and an increase 
in expenses for lands and build­ 
ings. 


Public 
health services 
in­ 
crease from $37,102 to $39,372, 
while the city ambulance sub­ 
sidy increases from $33,600 to 
$40,000. Expenditures for com­ 
munity environment are to in­ 
crease from $14,420 to $16,520, 
with expenses for trash collec­ 
tion also estimated to increase 
from $12,150 to $14,300. 
Areas within various funds in 
the general fund that are to 
have increases in expenditures 
Cardinal Development 
Is Destroyed by Blaze 
Loss Seen 
Very High

The Cardinal Development 
Corp. on Rt. 62 just north of 
Salem was 
nearly 
leveled 
Monday night when a fire of 
undetermined origin raged 
through the plant in spite of the 
efforts of 12 Salem firemen. The 
loss was expected to run into 
the thousands of dollars 
Called to the plant by an 
employe at 6:40 p.m., firemen 
said the blaze was out of control 
when 
they 
arrived. 
They 
remained in force at the scene 
until 9:50 p.m., with most of the 
time spent extinguishing the 
stubborn flames. 
Smoke from the fire rose 
several hundred feet into the 
air and was clearly visible from 
the downtown Salem area. 
Observers also said the clouds 
of smoke could be seen from the 
Kent state Salem Campus on 
Rt. 45. 
Only the north wall of the 
plant remained standing this 
morning 
Eiremen 
said 
the 
north 
wall 
of 
the 
building 
contained an old fire wall which 
stood up despite the intense 
heat and flames 
Eire Chief M. R. Catlos said 
the blaze was discovered by 
.Jim Simpson, an employe who 
had been left at the plant alone 
after other employes were sent 
home because of an earlier 
power failure. Simpson smelled 
smoke and went to the east side 


of the shop, w nere he found the 
area full of smoke and heard a 
burning sound 
Simpson could not phone the 
fire department from the plant 
because the phone was out of 
order. Chief Catlos noted, and 
he had to make the call from 
the home of the vice-president, 
Louis Ospeck. at 1358 X.Lincoln 
Ave. 
Catlos 
said

firemen arrived 
the 
flames 
were shooting out of one 
complete wing of the L-shaped 
structure. Eiremen had to use a 
single hydrant “at the end of a 
line” with low volume and were 
hampered in getting sufficient 
water to stop the fire from 
spreading. 
Firemen were unable to get 
close enough to the building 
because of the intense heat, 
which was worsened by the 
paint, pain' thinner, fuel oil. 
and hydraulic oil inside the 
burning building. Catlos added 
that 
the 
building 
had

sprinkler system. 
Chief Catlos and two other 
tiremen remained at the scene 
until about midnight, spraying 
water on the burning embers. 
The Ferry Township pumper 
was the first dispatched to the 
scene,

Mast sources of revenue for

Commercial traffic revenue 
from the Ohio Turnpike, typically a barometer of U.S. business 
conditions generally, shows slow recovery, the turnpike 
commission chairman said Monday. 
James W. Schoeknessy said the overall total for the first six 
months this year, $19.32 million, includes $8.93 million in 
commercial revenue He said that is 12.9 per cent below the 
first six months of 1974, when commercial use set a record. 
June commercial revenue w as estimated at $1,6 million or 
11 9 per cent below that of June, 1974, he said, adding “which 
indicates that commercial use is slowly recovering.

The Ohio Hospital Association said its survey of more than 
200 general hospitals in the state indicates that malpractice 
insurance premiums have increased about 287 per cent.

one area of the city, Pennsyl­ 
vania Ave., which is subject to 
the flooding of the type covered, 
the resolutions could be delayed 
perhaps as much as a year 
Councilman Paul Harrington 
dr said the area where the 
tlood insurance would apply 
has no residents and the flood 
insurance w ould not aid those in 
the city 
with flooded base­ 
ments 
Councilman Joyce Wilson 
said he understood failure to 
act on the measures Monday 
night would 
mean the city 
would be ineligible for the tlood 
insurance for at least the next 
fiscal year But he said it is 
doubtful if it is needed anyway

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Don't Blame the Farmer 


No one can deny that food prices have gone up 
They have—by about 64 per cent between 1953 
and 1973. But during the sam e period, wages 
increased more than 142 per cent. 
Moreover, A m ericans are spending a sm aller 
percentage of their incomes on food than they did 
a couple of decades ago. In 1953, food took about 
22 per cent of disposable income. In 1973, it was 
down to 16 per cent, and the D epartm ent of 
Com m erce estim ates it was 16.7 per cent in 1974, 
despite the fact that the consumer price index — 
the cost of everything — rose nearly 12 Der cent.

Worldwide, the 
food runs between 30 and 60 per cent. 
According to a report by the Conference 
Board, a New York based economic research 
organization, total consum er spending (after 
inflation is subtracted) rose $350billion, or 75 per 
cent, in the United States between 1960 and 1973. 
And while 9 per cent of that increased spending 
went for food, this com pares with 14.5 per cent 
more spent on luxuries and 15 per cent m ore 
spent on automobiles.

Nevertheless, everyone thinks food prices are 
too high and that somebody is getting rich 
because of it. 
s Well, it’s not the farm er, according to one 
source. While farm income has gone up in recent 


years, it is still low, says F. L. Wooten, vice 
¡president of Kaiser Agricultural Chemicals. 
In 1971, median income for all U.S. families 
was $10,285, he says, but for farm families (and 
98 per cent of all farm s are family operations) it 
was 
$5,712. 
In 
1973, 
farm ers 
earned 
ap­ 
proximately $3,300 per person, but national per 
capita income was $5,000. 
Then where is the food dollar going? 
THE FARMER 
receives less than half the 
money spent for food, says Wooten. In 1973 he got 
46 per cent of each food dollar; in 1974, 42 per 
cent. All indications are that it will be even less 
this 
year. 
The 
rem ainder 
goes 
for 
tran­ 
sportation, processing and retailing. 
A m erica’s farm ers rem ain the world’s most 
productive, feeding more than a quarter of the 
earth ’s population. They have played a large 
part in improving the nation’s balance of 
paym ents situation and are constantly working 
to achieve greater efficiency. 
F or example, in 1960 there were 7.9 million 
farm workers, each supplying enough food for 25 
other persons. In 1974, there were only 4.3 million 
farm workers, but each provided enough food for 
himself and 50 additional people. 
None of these statistics may do much to ease 
the pain one experiences while strolling down the 
superm arket aisle, but at least they may help to 
put things in better perspective. 
Driver Education Passes Test 


T he 
w id esp read 
accep tan ce 
of 
d riv e r 
education courses in the nation's high schools 
was given a boost by the Highway Safety Act of 
1966, which stipulated that every state should 
liave a highway safety program , including 
driver education, designed to reduce accidents. 
In a recent survey it was found that about 83 
per cent erf high schools has driver ed program s, 
with 98 per cent of them offering one that m eets 
or exceeds their state's standards. Usually, this 
is the ” 30 and 6” course — at least 30 hours of 
c lassroom instruction, plus six hours of practice 
driving, either on regular streets and roads, on a 
p e d a l off-street driving range, with a driving 
Em ulator or combinations of ail of these. 
Basically, the high school student learns how 
to handle a car mechanically and perceptually so 
that he or she may drive safely, observing the 
rples of the road. In the past, parents taught 
their children to drive and often passed on to 
them their poor driving habits and sterotypes. 
This doesn’t happen as often today because of 
driver education. 
Many insurance companies recognize the 
value of driver education by allowing prem ium 
reductions for drivers who have passed an ap­ 
proved course. Actuarial tables show that such 
drivers have fewer accidents. 
But if eight out of 10 schools have approved 
a n v e r education courses, this means that two 
out of 10 don’t have a standard program , or 
possibly none at all. 
MOREOVER, 
with taxpayers across the 
country voting down school levies, in some 
districts the driver education program is one of 
the areas being affected by budget-trim m ing 
m easures. This is true even though, according to 
the Highway Users Federation, 95 per cent of 
som e 40,000 cars used 
nationwide 
in 
the 
program s is dealer-loaned, and even though 
many states reim burse schools for each student 
taking driver ed. 
^Whatever an individual school district m ight 
sive, cutting down on driver education is false 
economy for the nation as a whole. 


“Good driver training can achieve a 10 per 
cent fuel savings — an impressive conservation 
m e a su re ,” acco rd in g to C arl W enzinger, 
president of Doron Precision Systems, Inc., a 
m anufacturer of driving sim ulators. 
D river training not only cuts down on ac­ 
cidents, he says, but also on gas consumptions 
because students learn to start properly, brake 
correctly and drive in a m anner conductive to 
fuel conservation. 
F ar from being a frill, says an American 
Automobile Assn. spokesman, driver education 
is the single most im portant course a high school 
student can take, and the one most immediately 
useful. 
Whale 0/7 
Another exam ple of the federal governm ent’s 
right hand working at cross purposes to its left is 
the case of the surplus whale oil. 
According to Rep. Charles A. Mosher, R-Ohio, 
the government is paying $38,500 a year to store 
millions of pounds of whale oil. It was put into the 
national strategic stockpile—some of it as long 
as 25 years ago—because it was an ingredient of 
lubricants used by heavy industry. 
Substitutes have since been developed and 
nobody in the governm ent wants the whale oil 
any longer. But they can’t dispose of it because 
that would be in violation of the Endangered 
Species Act. 
Mosher has introduced legislation that would 
make an exception to the law and allow the 
General Services Administration to sell the oil to 
U.S. firm s. 
This country no longer perm its the hunting of 
whales or the sale of whale products. It is tragic 
that this step was not taken before an unknown 
num ber of the anim als were killed for the benefit 
of the strategic stockpile. 
But even environm entalists should agree that 
the waste is only compounded each day the 
governm ent is required to continue storing the 
whale oil already harvested, to no good purpose 
and at whollly unnecessary cost to the taxpayer. 
Where Are M y Files?

WASHINGTON - President 
Ford has latched onto a popular 
issue in his declared intention 
to reduce the over-regulation of 
American life. It will be a won­ 
der if he gets anywhere, but 
even the possibility is m ar­ 
velously appealing. 
In an ideal society, according 
to our Am erican concepts, the 
regulatory powers of govern­ 
ment would be sharply limited. 
The state would exercise its au­ 
thority only in cases of clear 
and present danger to the pub­ 
lic health, safety, and welfare 
Otherwise, government would 
let the people lead their own 
lives, for good or ill, and leave 
“regulation” 
largely 
to 
the 
m arketplace and to the com ­ 
mon law. 
M anifestly, today’s society is 
far removed from that ideal. 
The regulatory power of the 
state pervades both business 
life and human conduct. The 
process functions like one of 
those fantastic breeder reac­ 
tors, whose astonishing prop­ 
erty is to create its own fuel as 
it goes along. The regulatory 
power is a kind of gas; it ex­ 
pands by natural law. 


IN HIS RECENT speech to 
members of the National Fed­ 
eration of Independent Busi 
ness, Mr Ford made a prom ­ 
ise: “ I hear your cries of an­ 
guish and desperation. I will not 
let you suffocate." The anguish 
and desperation are quite real 
Suffocation is 
precisely 
the 
right image. Today's business­ 
man, small or large, scarcely 
can breathe in the oppressive 
atm osphere of over-regulation 
The paperwork burden alone 
is beyond belief Even in the 
sm allest company, the daily 
routine is a routine of licenses, 
permits, applications, reports, 
returns, 
and 
forms, 
forms, 
forms. If the Federal Trade 
Commission succeeds in ini- 
jsing its ponderous “ line of 
usiness” 
reporting 
require 
ment, the nation's largest cor 
porations will stagger under the 
load. This colossal statistical 
program would give employ 
merit for the next century to 
|K*rhaps ten thousand clerks, 
typists, program m ers, mspec 
tors, analysts, supervisors, and 
com puter specialists 
all oi 
them industriously compiling 
data of no use to anyone.

To West for Aid 


LONDON 
(A P ) 
Three 
Arab oil-producing countries 
that are short of money have 
bypassed richer Arab govern 
ments and turned to the United 
States and Western Europe for 
loans, diplomats report. 
The three countries are Iraq, 
whose 1973 production of nearly 
680 million barrels was the fifth 
largest in the Middle F^ast and 
North Africa. Algeria, which 
ranked seventh in 1973 with 357 
million barrels, and Oman, in 
last place with nearly 103 mil­ 
lion barrels. 
The informants said the na­ 
tions are asking the West for 
more than $2.5 billion in loans to 
complete development pro­ 
grams they launched before 
hard times in the industrialized 
countries and high oil prices re­ 
duced the demand for their oil. 
Algeria is reported seeking 
about $2 billion, half of it in 
commercial loans from Ameri­ 
can banks and the other halt 
from the F^xport-1 mport Bank 
and the World Bank The infor­ 
mants said Secretary of State 
Henry A Kissinger is anxious 
to help the Algerians although 
they have blocked his attempts 
to convene an 
international 
energy conference by demand­ 
ing that it discuss ail raw ma 
terials exported bv the Third 
World 


Iraq, which previously has 
depended on the Soviet Union 
for economic development help 
as well as arms, is reported 
trying to borrow between $500
